know n geologist, of Sedalia,

pr ivilege of r e­ 


claim ing the skull, but it is ptoba 
ble that it will r emain her e p er ­ 
manently. With the skull wer e found 
other 
mastodon 
r emains 
of 
less 


value, and they ar e on exhibition 


her e. 
T h e whole for ms the most 
valuable collection of the kind in 


the wor ld. 
T h e next lar gest and most valu ­ 


able collection of mastodon r emains 
18 in the Br itish museum, and thir d 
in value is one in Ber lin, G er m any. 
Bo th these collections ar e made up 
almost altogether of r emains found 
in Missour i. 
T h e skull now on exhibition her e 
was taken fr om an old pond in P et­ 
tis county. Mo. 
A t the bottom of 
the 
pond 
was 
a 
spr ing, 
which 
m ar ked the exact spot wher e the 
r emains wer e found. 
T h e spr ing 
was on the far m of W ade M osby, 
w h o discover ed the skull. 
H e was 
w or king in tbe spr ing at the bottom

Two Stories of Engineers. 
The case of Engineer Jack Con­ 
ner is an interesting one, and will 
illustrate how strongly this idea of 
surviving two calls is grafted on the 
mind of the everyday engineer.

ACTUAL WAR BEGUN. 


Greece and Turkey Turn Loose 
Their Legions. 


THE FIGHTING IS FIERCE. 


(ireece Seems to Have the Best of the 
Initial Engagements— The 
Frontier Ablaze. 


A t h e n s , April 
19 — Greece has 
accepted the issue of war imposed 
by Turkey. 


Diplomatic relations have 
been 
suspended. 


Jhe Turkish 
minister 
has 
left 
Athens and the Greek minister in 
Constantinople is on his way home. 
All along the Thessalian frontier 
cannons are booming, 
and everv 
hour brings news of an important 
engagement. 


On the sea, too, operations have 
been initiated. 


The Turkish batteries at Prevesa 
opened fire yesterday morning on a 
Greek transport, disabling the ves 
>e), 
which, however, was beached 
vvithout .serious loss of life. 
The 


transport was the M acedonia,bound 
for Prevesa with re inforcements for 
the Greek land forces. 


As a result of the sinking of the 
vessel the Greek flolilla in the Gulf 
of Arta moved closer to Pievesa 
and began bombarding 
tne town. 


Prince George is in command of 
the Greek squadron and is directing 
the operations. 


The fire 
was kept 
up 
fast and 


furious all 
the morning, while the 
Greek land battery at Kefale, Pan- 
aghia, on an eminence overlooking 
the town, supported 
the 
warships 
with artillery. 
Shot and shell have 
been pounding the town with disas­ 
trous results to the Turks. 
The loss 
of life is said to be frightful. 
Late 
yesterday 
afternoon 
the 
Turkish 
batteries 
were destroyed 
and the place taken by the Greeks. 
Everything points 
to 
the 
war 
being conducted with 
extreme bit­ 
terness on both sides. 
Official d is­ 
patches from 
the 
front announce 
that all the Turkish 
stations 
from 
Nezero to Koutra 
are occupied by 
G reek soldiers. 
Edhem Pasha started during the 
previous 
night 
with 
10,000 
well 
equipped men, most of them veter­ 
ans of the 
Turko-Russian war, to 
marcn on Larissa by way of 
R e­ 
vent. 
The Turkish 
force 
crossed the 
frontier, but 
were checked by the 
Greeks in the mountains. 
There were some 7,000 or 8,000 
Greeks opposed to E dhem Pasha's 
troops, and the conflict was tierce 
and bloody. 
At 
Milouni Pass the 
fight was exceedingly bloody. 
B e ­ 
tween 400 and 500 Turkish soldiers 
were killed and many were w oun d­ 
ed. 
T h e 
G reek 
loss cannot 
be 
learned. ' The Turks took a Greek 
redoubt at the foot of the pass, but 
were repulsed in an attempt to drive 
the Greeks from an intrenched p o ­ 
sition on the hill above. 
A t Menexe 200 Turkish soldiers 
were killed. 
T he losses on the Turkish 
side 
are 
everywhere 
reported 
to 
be 
heavy, and while these reports to 
the government may be a trifle o p ­ 
timistic, it is obyious that the Greeks 
at this writing are holding their own. 
T h e fighting on both sides has been

DISMAL S I M P CANAL. 


O ldest Artificial W aterw ay in th e C o u n­ 
tr y- P la nne d by W ashington. 
The Dismal Swamp canal is one of 
tlic oldest artificial waterways in the 
Ijiiitcd States. 
I t was nlanned by 
George Washington, and was char­ 
tered by the Jcgislatnres of Virginia 
and K orth Carolina in 
1T8 7— no 
years ago. The cliartcr powers of tlie 
original company arc such as no leg­ 
islature would now grant, the fran­ 
chise and priv ileges being perpetual 
and irrev ocable. 
Ten years na s a l- 
lowed for the constnietion, but the 
time was twice extended, in 18 10 and 
in 18 16. T he need of an inland route 
of communication was serion^lv felt 
by the United States gov ernment du r­ 
ing the blockade of tlie 
soiilhern 
ports ill 18 11, and congress a]ipro- 
priatcd $25 0,000 for the completion 
of the canal. 
I t was opened for tralTic in 18 24, 
and almost immediately fiCwame 
paying institution. From 18 10 to the 
breaking out of the civ il v v ar it was 
the principal inland route for trans­ 
portation between the north and the 
oiith. 
Ill 18 56 it paid a div idend of 
eight per cent, on a capitalization of 
$48 4,000. 
B ut at the beginning of 
the war transportation ceased, and 
atter the capture of Boniioke island 
ill 18 62, Gen. H enry A. Wise, who 
made his escape through the Dismal 
Swamp canal, demolished three of its 
locks to head oil' pursuit. It was then 
seized by tlie gov ernment, partially 
lepaired, and used for transport pur­ 
poses. 
I n 18 65 the property was re­ 
turned to its owners in a dilapidated 
condition, and has been practical!v 
moriliund ev er since. 
Some years after the war Gen. I>. F. 
Butler and certain 
Xew Ijiglaiid 
capitalists conceiv ed tlie idea of pur­ 
chasing the canal property and build­ 
ing a railroad on the lowpaih. 
But 
the engineers sent out to make the 
preliminary surv ey came liack with an 
unfav orable report, and the scheme 
was abandoned. 
'FIutc iuis been talk 
in congress of onlaiging this canal, 
and of making it a part of ilii* inter- 
coastal waterway troin Boston toX cw 
Orleans. 
This 
ambit ions 
scheme 
probably had its origin in the brain of 
Jo h n G. I'aliunin, and tliat siale.s- 
luaii was its cliief adv ocate for inaiiv 
years. 
But the intm-eoastal canal i.< 
still an nnaccomplished dream of na­ 
v al ofileCTs and members of congress 
who delight in extraordinary 
mudes 
of spending the [mblic* nv enues.— 
k^t.
